rried a whip which he didn’t know how to use In England the case is 
different, for there, hunt service offers as good a future to the young man 
who adopts it as any of the kindred professions At least, it did up to a few 
ven o und it is this last exception that has brought about the change 
of which L have poken There always have been a number of amateur 


huntsmen, many of them brilliant exponents of the art of hunting a fox; just 

there have been many brilliant amateur steeplechase riders; but in recent 
years the number has increasd to such a degree that the old-fashioned sort 
of huntsman is dying out; and because of this there is quite a different class 
of men who seek the post of whipper-in, which always used to lead (if a man

He became so fond of foxhunt- 
ng that he spent much of his time at the sport and his reputation as an ama- 
teur Huntsman waxed as the years went on. Just how he came in contact 
with Mr. J, E. Davis, at that time Master of the Meadow Brook, I don’t know 
but do know that M Davis persuaded him to give up his trade anc come 


North to hunt the Meadowbrook Hounds I first met him in 1912——almost 
thirty years age ind at that time I was struck by his keenness of observat- 


ion, by his horsemanship, and above all by his readiness to adapt methods 


which were new to him to the conditions under which he had to work. I 
have hunted behind the Meadow Brook Hounds not more than three or four 
time ince, but IT have seen Allison’s hounds in kennel and I have judged 
with him at a Puppy Show. One can get a pretty fair insight into a man’s 
ibility on such an acquaintance, and I rank Thomas Allison very high ameng 
the American Huntsmen I have known. His ability to show satisfactory sport 
to the members of the Meadow Brook Field has earned for him, the respect 


ind affection of everyone with whom he has come in contact. As I say,

I think the first professional English huntsman I ever knew was Percy 
Picton, who at that time was Huntsman to The Brandywine (Mr. Mather’s), 
but my acquaintance with him was too slight for me to judge of his ability in 
the field. I merely remember how straight he went and what a sporting fig- 
ure he made with his monocle always in his eye over the biggest fence. 
Shortly after that I went to England and had my first experience of an Eng- 
lish Huntsman in his own country, when I met Charles Isaac, whom Thomp- 
son mentions in the article in The Chronicle to which I have already referred. 
I had been in correspondence with Mr. Fernie about the purchase of his draft, 
and on my arrival in England I wrote to him and asked him if I might go 


and see his hounds. I had a pleasant letter in answer suggesting a certain 


day but saying how sorry he was that he himself could not meet me. 
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‘“‘My Huntsman, Charles Isaac, will show you the draft’’, he wrote. ‘‘and 
see that you are made comfortable.”’ | went down to Medbourne, the little 
village near Leicester, where I was met by a smart dog-cart which took me 
to Isaac’s house. Out came a thick-set middle-aged man in a clean kennel 
coat and white derby hat to greet ine. Would I come into the house and have 
u glass of port and a slice of cake first? I would, and I was shortly seated in 
a charming little sitting-room while motherly Mrs. Isaac flitted round me, 
and Charles filled my glass with light port and talked meanwhile about the 
hounds. Presently we went to the kennels, and little as I knew about hounds, 
I did know in a minute that they were a very good lot. How well I remem- 
ber some of them, even to-day! ‘‘Vanguard’’ and ‘Needful’ and old “Dealer” 





(I've got a mark on my wrist where he bit.me some years later) I took them 
all, and made arrangements with Issac, before I left, to let me have the se 
cond draft when it was ready to go. I never saw him again, but I learned 
much from the talk that I had with him and from the many letters he wrote 
me in after years. I have always wished that I had had the pleasure of hunt 
ing behind him in the field, but Arthur Thatcher had succeeded him as 
Huntsman when [I came to hunt with the pack eight years later. Thatcher: 
was a very different type from his predecessor a wiry litthe man who took 


on any obstacle which came in his way, without turning a hair, and nearly 


always landed safely on the far side. I fancy he was a more brilliant man in 
the field than Isaac——certainly he was quicke) though I rather doubt if he 


was as good a man in kennels. I had a good many hounds from Mr. Fernie’s 
kennels between 1904 and 1915, and the change in type was quite noticeable 
Thatcher RACED his foxes to death; Isaac hunted them, 


I met two other famous Huntsmen during that visit to England in 1912 
Will Dale and Frank Gillard Dale had just retired from the Duke of 
Beaufort’s, but was out on one of the Duke's days, looking on as one of the 
field. We had a little conversation, but I was young and intent on seeing 
what I could of the day’s sport, rather than in talking ‘“‘hound’’, so I kept 
close to Tom Newman, who was at that time first whipper-in, and saw the 
best of the fun Newman became huntsman a few years later and remained 
in the ducal service for many years. It was never my good fortune to see him 
hunt hounds, but I shall never forget that day we had together in 1912 
when the old Duke told me to go on in front with Newman When I came 
to England in 1928 Newman was still at Badminton and I often saw him at 
the kennels there, or at Peterborough, where he showed the young Duke's 
hounds with such skill. Gillard, of whom I have spoken above, had retired 
from his position as huntsman to the Belvoir, which he had held for twenty 
years, and it was at a Pytchley Hunt Puppy Show that I made his acquaint 
ance. Our conversation lasted hardly half an hour, but I am always glad to 
think that I had met the man who bred Belvoir “Gambler” and ‘‘Nominal 
and ‘‘Dexter’’, names to conjure with in foxhound pedigrees, even today 


I visited the Pytchley kennels that year, too, and renewed my acquaint 
ance with Frank Freeman, with whom I had judged at Milton four years 
before I suppose Freeman would be rated the most brilliant huntsman of 
modern times. Men with whom I have talked, who have hunted with both 
him and Tom Firr, differ as to the merits of the two men, some of them hold- 
ing that one, some the other, was the better of the two soth men were 
finished horsemen; both of them ALWAYS with their hounds, with no 
thought save the killing of their quarry. One man, himself a brilliant ama- 
teur huntsman, whose name I had rather not mention in this connection, told 


me that in the field he considered the two men about equal “But in ken- 
nels,” he said, ‘‘I think Firr had a bit the best of it.’"’ As I say, I never hunt- 
ed with Firr The other man is unquestionably the best man ACROSS 


LEICESTERSHIRE that I ever saw in the field 


Since 1912 I have not hunted with many packs in England except my 
own—the Cattistock—-which have been handled by professional Huntsmen 
In fact, the only exception was with the V. W. H. (Earl Bathurst's) where 
Will Boore was Huntsman. Boore struck me as just a good average mah 
He showed good sport, but he could hardly be rated with men like Thatcher 
and Freeman and Gillard. My own man at Cattistock Reg Holland, was 
a Second Whipper-in when I first came ‘into the country He, like most 


excellent horse 


Huntsmen who get to the top of their profession, was al 
man and a quiet imperturable man, who was upset by nothing and was ap 
parently never excited. In all the years that we hunted together I never saw 


him in a hurry, but I saw him make many brilliant casts and his knowledge 
of the run of a fox in his home country was almost uncanny. When, in 1938 


the Duke of Beaufort was in need of a Huntsman he asked me to release 


Holland and let him come to him; and though I was sorry to lose him, I con 
sidered it a great compliment and willingly acceded. His selection has prov 
ed a popular one and when I see him in the field or in the ring at Peter 
borough, where his green coat is often covered with winning rosettes, I look 
back to the days when the late Duke of Beaufort first showed me that hospi 
tality for which the House of Somerset is always famous, and rejoice that J 


was able to repay that kindness in some small measure 


And now I come to half a dozen Englishmen who have made names f 
themselves as Huntsmen in America. Of these I shall always rank Wi 
Thompson as the best man who ever came over the water. I have had maby 
many good days with Thompson, when he was at Brandywine, bot! 
field and in the kennel, and I have always been glad that one of the most 
brilliant days that I had with my own pack—-the Middlesex—in New Eng 


land, was on the one occasion when Thompson was out with us. I have had § 


many good days with Mr. Mather’s hounds that I shall not try to t one 
of them, but I think that during Thompson’s years as Huntsman, the Brandy 
wine Hounds reached their peak. His kennel management was excellent; I 

hounds were under perfect control in the field; and yet they were a ved t 
hunt and to use their own initiative, which, alas, is not always the case wil 
English huntsmen. Mr. Redmond Stewart, who was in his day one of the Dest 
amateur Huntsman of American Hounds that I have ever seen, Was : det

cept my very best thanks for the many good days he has given me in the past 
One thing I would like to mention. Some years ago | had the honour of 
judging the young entry at the Berkeley Puppy Show, and in my speech at 
the luncheon which followed I told the Puppy Walkers of my many good days 
with Thompson, who had been huntsman at Berkeley many years before. It 
would have done him good to have heard the applause which the mention 
of his name evoked, and to have heard the nice things the Puppy Walkers 
suid about him. 


I consider Mr. Plunket Stewart's Cheshire Foxhounds the best pack of 
fuxhounds on the American continent to-day, but it has never been my good 
fortune to hunt with them since their present Huntsman, Charlie Smith, has 
been in control. People who have hunted with them tell me that he is first 
class, and to judge by seeing the condition of his hounds ‘‘on the flags’, all 
that they say is true. That he was a brilliant First Whipper-in I know from 
personal experience, but brilliant First Whippers-in do not always make the 
best of Huntsmen. I had to do with one case which illustrates this. Frank 
Gillard told me that Bob Cotesworth was the best First Whipper-in that he 
and he ought to know, for Cotesworth turned hounds to 
From there he went as Huntsman to a 


had ever seen 
him for two seasons at the Belvoir. 
well Known West Country pack, and in his new position he was not a great 
success. He was with me in America for three seasons and taught me most 
of what I know, but the trouble with him was, first, his inability to adapt 
his methods of hunting to existing conditions, and, second, his ungovernable 
temper. No man ever went better across a country—few as well—and no 
man was a better Kennel Huntsman. Bob was his own worst enemy, but I 
must ever be grateful to him for his wonderful knowledge of hound pedigrees 
and for the help he gave me in the days when I was a mere tyro at the game 


myself. 


To Cotesworth’s brother, Ned, the Montreal Hunt owes a debt of grati 
tude for it was he, at that time Huntsman to the Linlithgow and Stering 
shire, who sent out that brilliant young first whipper-in, Will Nicholls, to 
act ds huntsman to the Montreal. That was fifty-one years ago, and Nicholls 
remained in office at Montreal, showing sport over that beautiful country, for 
thirty-six seasons. I have had several days with him and we have judged to 
gether at several Hound Shows, and of him I can say, as I did of Thompson, 
that he was one of the old type of Hunt servant, always respectful, always 
modest, but with a full unassuming realization of their own important place 
in the world of sport. We have had several Englishmen who held important 
positions in Hunt service before coming across the water, and among these 
were Harry Andrews, at one time Huntsman to the Meynell, and Jack Grant, 
who held a similar position with the East Kent. Both these men were in my 
employ, Grant at the Middlesex, where I was Master for many years, and 
Andrews at the Millbrook, where I was Honorary Huntsman. Both men 
were above the average and for both I shall always retain a very real affect- 
rank among the best we have had in 


ion; but neither could be said to 


America, 


There is one man, however, whose name I shall always associate with 
brilliance in the field and in kennels. Charlie Morris, the youngest of three 
brothers, who have all attained the distinction of carrying a horn, came to 
me as a second whipper-in at the Middlesex, in 1911 He was as well bred 
for hunting a fox as Belvoir ‘‘Ragman” or Grafton ‘‘Woodman”, for his 
maternal grandfather Will Goodall, was Huntsman to the Belvoir for many 
years,-——one of the three great G's (Goosey, Goodall and Gillard) who ruled 
over the kennels at Belvoir in the golden age of foxhunting, and he it was 
who first used that great hound, Belvoir ‘‘Weathergage’’ '76, whose blood to 
day runs in half the kennels in England Morris was promoted to First 
Whipper-in and K. H. in 1912, and in 1914, as I did no teare to hunt hounds 
more than two days a week myself, I turned over the bitch pack to him, con 
tinuing to hunt the doghounds. So successful did this arrangement prove, that 
we continued in this way until I gave up my hounds in 1919, when he left 
me to become Huntsman to the Toronto under that veteran sportsman, 
George Beardmore. Morris was, I think, the most brilliant First Whipper 


in that I have ever seen, and as a Huntsman he was not far behind.
